Dear Clay: 

Our classification review officers have suggested that it would be 
very helpful to have a joint working group erwpesed of representatives 
fraa State, D0D, the military services, and CIA to coordinate the handling 
of cannon problems arising from tl>e systematic review requirements of 
Executive Order 12065. This group couUi be augment*!, as required, by 
representatives from other agencies . Die group would develop procedures 
for tli© classification review of permanent records 20 years of age or 
older of mutual interest and serve as a torun for t he exdiange of ideas 
in declassification problems. Members of the group could also serve as 
focal points for referrals of permanent cocuments requiring systematic 
review by another meaafoer agency. 


The first task envisaged for die group concerns the review of 
materials produced by th© various Jundutdeiiartmontal conmittoes or sub- 
committees established under the United States Intelligence Board or its 
predecessor, the Intelligence Advisory Cormittee. Among these were the 
National Intelligence Survey report series, and reports prepared by the 
Economic Intelligence Coomittee, and others. Once the problem of system- 
atic review of interdepartmental reporting is resolved the group may 
concern itself with other systematic declassification problems where 
there is a mutuality of bit crests.
